1, 1587, was $35.55, and the average for the year ending 
Maren 1, 1888, $26.70. 

With new cases assisted, and the expense of sickness, the 
weekly average for the past year is $8 00 more than it 
otherwise would have been.

REPORT OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 





To THE Citizens oF DuRHAM, N. H., THE Boarp oF 
EDUCATION MAKE THE FOLLOWING REPORT: 


This is the first year since the establishment of a Board 
of Education, that almost everything in regard to our 
schools has worked in harmony. Inthe main, the Board 
feel very much encouraged, but think that there are still 
betier things in store for us, in the way of public educa- 
tion. The first duty of the Board, after their election, was 
to inspect the school property, and it was found that the 
school-house at the Bridge needed to be shingled, and that 
they were obliged to shingle it to make it habitable, and to 
do some other small repairs. The blinds and woodwork 
at the Point school-house were suffering very much from 
lack of paint, and the outside door was so much out of re- 
pair'that it was thought best to replace it with a new one. 
These improvements have been made as cheaply as it could 
be done, considering the work required. 

The Board were so well pleased with the coal stove in 
the Village school, that they decided to place one in the 
Point school-house and one in the new house at Packer’s 
Falls. This was done in the Fall, and the Board are satis- 
fied with the result. The old stove that was in the Point

sie at Packer’ s: Farts; and is ee quite good service 
% there, as the school-room is small. The improvements at 
oe the Village school-house have .been nominal, excepting 
those ordered by the Board of Health. The e were inevit- 
able, and we shall ask the citizens of the district in our war- 
| rant, to raise a sum of money sufficient to meet the eX- 
= " penses: of the same, as well as for other necessary expenses 
oe and — improvements. The Board fully believe that the 
ee :001 property should be kept in good repair, and that the 
: _ ho: ase and grounds should be as good, at least, as to com- 
a “pare favorably with the homes of the scholars. We refer 
_ with pride to the new school-house at Packer’s Falls as be- 
ing a structure worthy of the object for which it has been 
erected, and a credit to John B. Griffiths who has so kindly 
oe aie time and labor for the good of the cause; as well 
‘as a monument to the tax payers of the district aa have 
7 awh SO willing and cheerful a spirit to help make it what. 
: : it is with their money, and we hope the same spirit will 
‘ continue until every place of public education in our dis- 
trict will be on alevel with this one at Packer’s Falls. 
The school-house at Durham village needs some improve- 
ments but at this time we shall be modest and only ask 
that the school grounds be enlarged, as there is no suitable 
A Fase for a playground. ‘The school-house at Mast road 
ought to be kept in good repair as it is very pobable that it 
will be needed there at some future time, but the houses in 
x old districts Nos. 5 and jo, and whatever we may own in 
: No. 2 might as well be disposed of. It is some question 








what to do with the school-house at Broth hill, it is in very 
good repair and may be needed, and if not icppaed of it 
should be kept from decay. 


The schools are more fully meeting the object for which 
they were created, than ever before since they have been in 
charge of the Board. The teachers that have been con- 
tinued from term to term are able to go on with t>eir con- 
secutive work, and the effect is manifest in the schools. 
We are pleased to be able to report that we have, at the 
close of the school year, no teacher that we dare run the 
risk to change for fear that they can not be replaced. by 
ones as good. The teachers have been earnest in every 
case, and have done their work well, laboring faithfully in 
school and out as the progress of the children will show. 
How well they have performed their work we shall leave 
the children to show not by any public examination, but by 
the life work that is to follow. One thing that we have 
had that was of great disadvantage to our schools, has been 
the sickness which visited us. This no one could control, 
and we have need to be thankful that death has claimed no 
more of our youth, and that today we are comparatively 
free from the dread disease; that our Village school is run- 
ning with nearly all the scholars in attendance; and the 
teachers, notwithstanding their enforced vacation, are will- 
ing to teach the school day by day, and earn at their posts 
the money which would be legally theirs, did they claim it, 
and give the schools full value received. (Refer to Appen- 


dix.) 


We wish to call your attention to the Roll of Honor and 
say in regard to it, that those scholars whose names are 
found there have a better chain of education than those 
whose names.are not there. For every hour forms a link 


¢ 
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in the chain of education and when lost, it makes a break 
that can never be replaced. 

We have had in one of our schools, at the Bridge, a 
weekly lesson in vocal music. If this could be done in 
every school it would be of great advantage, for it gives the 
scholars an increased interest, as the Roll af Honor in this 
special school will show. 


We hoped at the commencement of the school year, to 
have a public examination of all the schools, as one body, 
about the close of the school year. But the sickness, which 
had made it impossible to teach one of our schools a part of 
the time, prevented this, but next year we hope to do it. 

Thanking all who have so kindly assisted the Board and 
teachers, either by sending scholars promptly and punctual- 
ly, by visiting the schools, or by kind wishes and good 
words, we are

APPENDIX. 


We found that the reading-books in the Village school 
had been used so long that the scholars were tired of them, 
and while we did not think best to change the readers 
through the town,we thought best to do something, so pur- 
chased 20 books to be the property of the district, and put 
them in the hands of the teachers, for supplementary read- 
ers, and they remain in good condition. These books have 
been used judiciously, and we have been well satisfied with 
the result. There is a great lack of apparatus from which 
to teach Geography, and we hope next year to furnish more 
maps, if nothing more, from the one-fifth of the literary
